Mr. Goudy maistained that it would be 
public policy to sustain the contract. It cer- 
tainly would not be good policy to have the 
market removea from this to another State. 
The Stock-Yatds brought: a population and 
increased other businesses. was now pro- 
posed by the complainants to turn these peo- 
ple out to starve and let them. emigrate to an- 
other State..

STILL CONTROLS T! 


Uncle Sam Will Look After It—What the 


City May Do, 

Wasuincton, D. C., March 31.—[ Special. ]— 
Chicago River improvements are to be left to 
the care of the City of Chicago fer at least 
one more year, and after that Congress may 


make appropriations for its improvement, | 


Meanwhile the government control continues. 
This was the conclusion reached today by the 
subcommittee of the River and Harbor com- 
mittee after hearing the views of Messrs, 
Hugh MacMillan, J. 8. Dunham, and T. T. 
Morford, Pr gape pen the vesselmen and Chi. 
cago Board of Trade, and of the Chicago 
Gongressmen, Taylor, MeGann, Durborow, 
and Newberry were all present. Mr. Mac- 
Millan, acting as chief spokesinan, reau a pro- 
test from the officers and ‘all of the prominent 
grain shippers of the Board of Trade against 
the proposition to leave the improvement 
and control cf the river entirely to 
the municipal authorities. This proposition, 
Chairinan Blanchard of the River and Harbor 
committee said, was. originally suggested by 
himself in a conversation with Congressman 
Durborow and McGann, and was assented to 
by them as_a good solution of the difficulties 
about the control and improvement. of the 
rivers. Later the City Council passed a reso- 
lution: favoring it, and the Board of Trade 
protested agaist it... [he burden of the talk 
of MacMillan,- Morford, and Dunham today 
was that it would be unsafe to the commercial 
interests of the city to leave the river to be 
controlled by the city iticians, The en- 
croachments and the bridges were a serious 
impediment to navigation and the government 
ought to take charge of oe river, dredge and 
improve it, and allow no bridges to span it 
that are not built <a plans approved 
by the Secretary of War. Complaint 
was also made about the use 
of the river for dumpage and sewage. 
Gen. Newberry addressed the committee . in 
support of the views of the Board of Trade, 
and stated that the city is doing all it can to 
solve the sewaye probletn, and in about a year 
will have doue so. He complained that ap- 
propriations had been made for dredging and 
improvement of other harbors and none was 
given for the Chicago River, which is really a 
part of the harbor. Mr, Blanchard replied 
that Chicago was treated like all other cities. 
No estimates er plans for improvement of the 
river had been submitted, and under the law 
no appropriations cuuld be made without 
them. As to the bridges, all” that the city had 
todo wasto get its plans approved by the 
Secretary of War, but it refused to do that 
and asked that the government take the river 
and improve or give it up entirely to the city. 
He was clearly of the opinion that the river 
was a navigable stream, and a proper subject 
for appropriations by the. governinent when 
surveys and estimates have been submitted: 
The committee, he said, merely waritted to do 
what the city desires so far as practicable. 

McGann and Durborow. receded from the 
proposition that the river be given up to the 
city, and Chairman Biancharda said the com- 
mittee would put a claubke in the River and 
Harbor bill that would lead to improvement 
and centrol by the government. Be We he 
Stone of Pennsylvania and Gen. Henderson 
of Illinois also showed the friendliest feeling 
toward Chicago, After a conference between 
the Chicago Congressmen and the subcommit- 
tee Mr. Blanchard stated that the committee 
would insert in the bill the following para- 

raph: “For improvement of the harbor at 

‘hicago, Ili., completing provement, $72,- 
| 05 oe engineer in ooates of the harbor 
is direc ia.bis a 9 to submit.ahat, 
if any, improvement should be miade by the 
governinent in Chicago River and the cost, of 
same,”’ , | 

This is satisfactory to the Congressmen and 
to the representatives of the Board: of Trade: 
It leaves the dredging for the next year to be 
done by the city or those specially interested, 
and opens the way for an appropriation by 
Congress when the engineer’s estimates shall 
have been submitted to Cofgress:in about a 
year, It in no way exempts the Chicago River 
from the act of 1890, .

France Still Courting Russia. 

France is still pursuing Russia with most ardent 
couftship. The other day a number of sub- 
scribers at Soissons sent asplendid funeral wreath 
to the cemetery at Sebastopol as “ homage to the 
Russian combatants of 1853’56." There was serv- 
ice in the church, where the wreath was blessed 
and speeches were made Oy the Governor and Ad, 
jatant Gay, keeper of the French cemetery, who 
extolled the heroism of the French and Fy en 
soldiers who fell in the Crimea. and expressed 
confidence in the lasting friendship of the two 
nations. By a strange coincidence, if not by 
design, a history of the siege of Sebastopol by 
Gen, Herbé was published in Paris on the same 
date. This volume is full of affecting anecdotes 
toshow how the Russians and French adored 
while they killed each other jin those trying days. 
Gen. Herbé say¢ thgt during armistices for the 
burial of the dead Frunch, and Russian officers 
drank to peace. When a flock of wild ducks flew 
over the intrenchments of both armies the Rus- 
sians fired at them without effect, but a French 
officer was more successful, whereupon the Rus- 
sians cheered and allowed a French soldier to go 
beyond the lines to pick up the duck.

Such a prospect is not actording to the 
campaign mapped out by the retail druggists 
of this city, and they have determined to put 
oa their fighting ¢lothes and wage war on the 
new syndicate, A meeting of the Chichgo 
Retail Druggists’ Association was heid at the 
Sherman House yesterday afternoon. The 


druggists are not ‘inclined to tell what went on > 


at the meeting, but it is admitted that salata- 
ry stops were decitled on, and that the associa- 
tion will not’ end the war till W. J. MeCon- 
nell is driven from the field with the cut-rate 
drugs. | 

It is said thatithe association decided to 
open a store next to the one rented by McCon- 
nell and make prices lower than those of the 
syndicate even if drugs have to be given 
away. The wholesale houses have agreed to 


stand by the retailers, and lively fighting may 


be looked for all along the line.

Dale & Sempill, druggists“ et .Madison and 
Ciark streets, will) be the néarest neighbor to 
the Economical Drug company. W, M. Sem- 
pill said to a reporter yesterday: 

“ These .cut-rate concerns put legitimate 

dealers in an extrdmely unfair position. They 
make more profits out of the public than 
the regular dealer does, and still they get us 
into trouble with the wholesale trade. For 
instance, the Hood Sarsaparilla company 
makes every retail dealer agree: to sell the 
sarsaparilla at $1 a bottle. If a dealer 
is caught selling at cut rates he 
is put on what is called a ‘cut-off’ 
list and the jobbers are not- allowed to sell to 
him, In that case such men as McConnell 
come in and sell sarsaparilla at, say,75 cents a 
bottle. They are promptly put on the ‘cut 
off’ list. But this.does not stop cutting. The 
cutters go around the country buying fire sale 
stocks and infamous imitations of the genuine 
stuff. These stocks enable such men to keep 
their business, while the legitimate dealers if 
they attempt to cut rates are*promptly cut off 
from their supply.’
